War Charities Fund 


Two editorials have appeared in the Chronicle in 
reference to forming a War Charities Fund in the 
(hampion district. Here is what the Claresholm dist- 
rict have done. 


The estadlishment of the Claresholm and district 
War Charities Fund followed the partial break down 
of the Red Cross campaign for funds: The local branch 
of the Society had raised about $600, which they felt 
was a poor showing in the district, and requested the 
Men’s Club to take over the campaign.

Application was made to the Secretary of State at 
Ottawa for Authority to operate under the War Char- 
ities Act, and copies of the Act and a form were 
received from the secretary. The application form is self 
explanitory reqniring particulars of the committee who 
willl operate the fund, how it is to be raised, the expeet 
ed cost, au estimate of donations and hew they are to 
be disbursed, 


We confined our operations to the Claresholm 
postal district so as not enruach on other towns. The 
town and distriot were completely canvassed. The sav- 
ing of labor and the necessity of making repeated drives 
is we)l worth while. 


The residents have taken well to the plan, as it is 
understood that only one campaign will be undertaken 
each year and they gave aceordingly.
